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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states that the new ground of rejection 
given in the final rejection was not necessitated by amendment or by an IDS submission. The examiner agrees that this is the case, but 
disagrees that a new ground of rejection was given. There actually was no new ground of rejection given according to MPEP 2144.03 [R- 
1] section D since the newly added reference was only added to support prior common knowledge finding for an official notice given. 

Applicant argues that Larson failed to teach "wherein a plurality of possible meanings are associated with said instruction." The examiner 
disagrees and previously cited column 5 lines 34-67 continued to column 6 lines 1-40. A key part of this citation is column 5 lines 41-44 
that states "... two types of different, incompatible format machine language instructions." The instructions are imcompatible, which 
means that an instruction would be decoded into two separate meanings depending on which type of decoder decodes the instruction. 
Thus, the portion of the corresponding address determines a meaning to the instruction depending on if it's type 1 or type 2. 
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
